SERGEANT KILLED. SIXTY. BOCGHES. 
. There was 6 sergeant who, as his coldnel 
certified from his own certaip knowledge, ac- 
counted for sixty Boches with rifle bullets. 
He was the crack shot of his battalion, and 
when the enemy were advancing he went up 
outside thn trenches, and there fully 
exposed to the storm of shells and bullets, 
while his comrades kanded up to him loaded 
rifie after loaded rifle from ie the parapet. 
By a miracle he was not touched, and after 
he had accounted for his sixty Germans he 
fell back with his battalion to the second 
line. He has been recommended for the Croiz 
de Guerre, and few men have earned it better. 
' The endurance of the French troops during 
this battle has been beyond all praise. After 
two days’ and two nights’ continuous fighting, 
they still retained their dash and unshakable 
moral. “We are going to stay here,” said 
one of these poilus to a Staff officer, “‘ until 
we are killed, and in that way we are sure 
the feserves will be able to come up in time.” 
I spoke to a wounded man just back from 
ng trench. He had lost his right 
hand, and I condoled with him on his bad 
luck, ‘‘ That is nothing," he replied, cheer- 
fully, “I offered my life to France, and she 
has only takep my hand, so there Í gain.” 
In the utter fatigue of the third day, when, 
under the storm of German shells, convoys 
were few and far between to reach the ad- 
vanced positions, the men fought on doggedly 
without food or drink. An artillery captain 
told me the following story of his battery :— 
It was in the full height of the assault, and 
their guns had been firing round after round 
at the highest speed. After seven or eight 
hundred tounds the 75’s became so hot that 
it was impossible to fire any longer until the

COLONEL DRIANT’S BRAVERY, 


who intends to 
It should be 


In connection with the battle of Verdun. 


the name of Colonel Driant, Deputy of Nancy 
and a patriotic writer, will always be remem- 
‘bered. With his two battalions of picked 
troops he recovered by a counter-attack the 
original French positions in the Bois des 
Caures, but owing to the withdrawal of the 
French left, the Germans began to surround 
him. He divided his men into five columns 
for the retreat that had become inevitable, 
and he himself marched in the rear of the 
last column. Almost al] his troops had retired 
safely from the woods when the Germans 
closed round from the left and from the right, 
nipping the last French column astit were 
& pair of giganti¢ pincers. A hundred 
men or so were cut off, and with them Colonel] 
Driant, who, true to the ancient nawal tradi- 
tion, that a captain should be the last man 
to leave his ship, had chosen for himself the 
lace of danger. There is good reason to 
pe that Colonel Driant is an unwounded 
prisoner in the hands of the Germans. A 
Fe states that he saw a capturéd officer 
elonging to Colonel Driant’s corps. The de- 
scription of this officer tallies with that of 
Colonel Driant, and the prisoner added that 
this officer was surrounded by a number of 
German officers, who appeared to be regard- 
ing him with the utmost curiosity.. There is 
small doubt that the Germans would be in- 
‘tensely interested in such & prisoner as 
Colonel Driant, whose nanie is well known as 
& patriot and a Nationalist. 
GERMAN MENTALITY. 

From information obtained from prisoners, 
one has evidence of an interesting change in 
the mentality of the German High Command. 
Last April, after the French had, as they say, 
given Verdun room to breath and extended 
their lines in all directions, the Germans sent 
‘to Verdun a number of reserve regimerits, 
which they endeavoured to cheer, by telling 
them that they were going to carry Verdun 
by assault. The effect of these worthy 
Teuton fathers of families was anything but 
good. All the prisoners taken at that time 
geclared that both they and their officers 
were anything but exhilarated at the thought 
of trying to storm @ great fortress at the 

omt of the bayonet. Since December last, 
1owever, the men sent to Verdun have been 
told that the capture of the town is reserved 
for the artillery, and that they are only being 
sent there to grace the Crown Prince's 
triumphal entry into the fortified town

and the prices of the necesaries of life, being 
as they are, it would leave so little that it 
would be impossible to live. 

As to suggestion (2)—vizc., to levy a tax of 
10 pem cent. on capital over £5, this is 
not consistent. with suggestion (1), or that 
£700 a year is little enough; for £5,000 capi- 
tal will not. produce an income of £500, and, 
if taxed by 10 per cent., the income left would 
be still further reduced, in addition to the 
contingeacies mentioned above. 

Asa writer in yesterday's Jrish Times 
points out in reference to the Insurance Act, 
there is a huge expenditure on officials’ salaries 
under that Act, and it may be added that 
there is huge expenditure in every department 
of the State on the salaries of an army of 
officials and pensioners.' These men live in 
snug complacency, and have felt none of the 
privations of the outside professional man. 
Why should their salaries not be subjected to 
a percentage reduction to help the national 
revenue? There is also enormous waste in 
every department, that should be seen to be- 
fore the professional man is further despoiled 
and his wife and family driven to destitution. 
It is too cruel to think that the best com- 
munity in the kingdom should be treated so 
unfairly as appears to be in the contemplation 
of the Government. Our professions are 
ruined, and the provisions we may have made 
for old age are threatened to be taken from 
us. Why should there be national insurance 
if we are not to be allowed to save? It 
drives one to say, “‘ Let us eat and drink, for

EMPTY BOTTLES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The shortage of bottles is so serious 
that many industries are in great straite for 
supplies, and seriously in arrears in conse- 
ae, Manufacturing houses in England and 
reland are prepared to buy anlisnited supplies 
of their bottles second-hand, and to pay a 
price for them which will well repay the cost 
of collection. I wonder if scout-masters and 
Boys’ Brigade leaders are aware of what is 
being done elsewhere for war charities by 
their organisations in trying to meet this 
need? 

The writer, being in Belfast last week, and 
in want of bottles to augment the limited 
“Eile available from the glass bottle works, 
called at the Scouts’ bottle store in North 
street, Belfast, and was simply astounded at 
what had been accomplished along these lines. 
Never was there seen such a display of empty 
bottles of every size and description. There 
were literally thousands of grosses ready for 
sorting in the huge store at their disposal. 
Enquiries there and then showed that probably 
200 gross of the desired description of bottle 
would be available, For these £90 would be 
paid, from which only the cost of packing re- 
mained to be deducted. One scout-master 
who was present told the writer that his troop 
collected six gross in a couple of hours, calling 
from door to door in their district. Due 
ublicity preceded their activities, through the 
EE“ of the Press, and the Scouts on their 
dual errand of charity and national economy 
were everywhere well received. Success far 
exceeding the most sanguine hopes of the 
organisers was speedily realised. Every bottle 
collected—no matter what its capacity, shape, 
or colour—can be sold just as it comes in, for 
the demand at present, and all through the 
war, will continue to be urgent. A large store 
will be necessary, and the honorary services of 
an expert who knows the value of the bottles 
would be essential. The cost of collection, 
thanks to the lads, would be nil, and packing 
and despatch only remain. Dublin alone 
would take up, say, one-half, and no cost of 
packing would be involved in such case.—

MOTOR TRAFFIC IN DUBLIN,

Srr,—I was glad to see the letter from 
“Ratepayer, and I wish to associate myself 
with him in his protest against the streets of 
our city being given up so much to this heavy 
motor traffic, to the detriment of property 
and the general discomfort of the resillenta on 
the lines of route.

When loaded the lorries 
certainly weigh from 7 to 8 tons each, and it 
is nothing short of scandaloi# that two of 
these vehicles ion approximately from 
14 to 16 tons) should allowed to run 
coupled at all. Property-owners suffer accord- 
ingly, while shop-fronts, doors, and windows 
are splashed beyond all reason and endur- 
ance. It is simply a waste of time and 
money to try to keep these shop-fronte and 
windows clean, for, as soon as the mud has 
been removed, it is piled on again by the 
first of these vehicles to pass. As for paint- 
ing, no one need other about having that 
done now at all, The remedies for this 
grievance appear to me to be very simple— 
namely, that the Corporation should pass a 
by-law—(1) a the speed for these heavy 
motor lorries within the city boundary to 
4 miles per hour, (2) prohibiting all éoupling, 
and (3) compelling owners to have proper 
mud-guards attached to all ‘vehicles.. I hope
